him; and therefore he had taken their 


Lives from them, and was contented 


to loſe his Life for them: For he was 
fure that their Miſeries were paſt; and 


for his Part, he had an aſfured Hope to 


go to them, tho” they could not come 
80, being had before a Juftice, his 
Examination was very brief; for he 


confeſs'd all the whole Circumſtances of 


the Matter freely: So that he was 
ſent to the common Priſon of Surry, 
call'd, the White-Lion, where he remain- 
ed fourteen or fifteen Weeks, a wonder- 


ful Penitent Priſoner, never, or very 


ſeldom, being without a Bible, or ſome 
other good Book, meditating upon; and 
when any one did but mention his Chil- 
dren, he would fetch a deep Sigh, and 
weep, deſiring every one to pray ſor him: 
And upon his own earneſt Requeſt, he 


Was 


and Pity. 
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was pray'd for at Paul's Croſs, and at 
moſt of the Churches in London, and 


at many in the Country; and at the 


Seſſions holden at Croydon, the latter 


End of June laſt, he made ſuch free 


Confeſhon at the Barr, declaring the 
Manner of his Life, his odious Drink- 
ing, his abominable Whoring, his cruel 


Murder, and the falſe Dealing of his 


deceitful Friend, which was the Cauſe 
of his final Wreck: With which Re- 
lations of his, pronounped with ſuch 
Vehemency and Proteſtations, he mov'd 

all that heard him to Commiſeration 


So, according to Law and Juſtice, he 


was there condemn'd, and judg'd (for 


the Murdering of his two Children) to 
be hang d; which Judgment was exe- 
cuted on him at the common Gallows 
at Croydon, on Monday the ſecond Da 
of June, 1621, where he died wit 
fen Penitency and Remorſe of Con- 
cience. 


This was the lamentable End of Fobn 


| Rowſe, a Man of the Age of fifty Years, 


and one that might have liv'd and died 
in better Faſhion, if he had laid hold on 


the Grace of Heaven, and crav'd God's 


Protection and fatherly Aſſiſtance : But 
of all that herein is declar'd, this one 
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Thing which I now declare, is moſt la- 
mentable and remarkable; which is, 
that Ewell being 2 Market-Town , not 
much above ten Miles from London, in 
a Chriſtian Kingdom, and ſuch a King- 
dom, where the all-ſaving Word of the 
ever-liying God is moſt diligently, fin- 
cerely, and plentifully preach'd; and 
yet amidſt this Diligence, as it were, in 
the Circle and Centre of this Sincerity, 
and in the Flood of this Plenty, the 
Town of Ewell hath neither Preacher 
nor Paſtor: For, altho' the Parſonage 
be able to maintain a ſufficient Preacher, 
yr the Living being in a Layman's 
Hand, is rented out to another for a 
great Sum, and yet no Preacher main- 
tain'd there. Now the chief Landlord, 


out of his Portion, doth allow but ſe- 


ven Pounds yearly for a Reader, and 
the other. that doth hire the Parſonage 
at a great Rent, doth give the ſaid 
Reader four Pounds the Lear more, out 
of his Means and Courteſy : And by 
this Means the Town is ſerv'd with 2 
oor old Man, that is half Blind, and 
bo reaſon of his Age can. ſcarce read: 
For all the World knows, that ſo ſmall 
aà Stipend cannot find a good Preacher 
Books, and very hardly Bread to live on; 
ſo that the poor Souls dwelling there, 
2 1

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are in Danger of Famiſhing, for want of 
a good Preacher to break the Bread of 
Life unto them: For a Sermon amongſt 
them, 48 as rare, as warm Weather in 
December, or Ice in July: Both which ] 
have ſeen in England, tho' but ſeldom.
